67 Die From Cancer | 


In County This Year 


Cancer already has killed - 67 
people in Palm Beach County. this 
year, according to latest’ figures 
compiled by the State Board of 
Health, Mrs. O. B .Carr, County 
Commander of the American Can- 
cer Society’s Field Army announ- 
ced teday. The figures cover the 
first 8 months of the year. 

Mrs. Carr said that if the pres- 
ent trend continues, the highest 
number of cancer deaths ever re- 
corded in the state probably will 
be noted in 11946. Throughout 
Florida 1,692, cancer deaths have 
been reported to’ the Board of 
Health during the first 8 months 
of the year. 

During. 1945 cancer killed 115 
persons in Palm Beach County and 


2,304 in the state. 90 died of the 
disease here in 1944 and 2,219 in 


the state. ~ 


“The most tragic part about 
these figures” Mrs, Carr said, “is 
that from one-third to one-half ‘of 
those who died need not have died. 
To prevent those needless deaths, 
the Palm Beach County Unit of 
the American Cancer Society is 
setting in motion an intensive pro- 
gram of education which we be- 
lieve will save lives. We know 
that in some communities where 
this program has’ been in opera- 
tion over a period of many months 
there has been an actual reduction 
in the cancer death rate.” Ng
